LOSE HIS CITIZENSHIP 


Cambridge, Ohio, June 27—Chan 
Hop Sing, at one time proprietor of 
a Chinese laundry business here, 
now living in Dayton, Ohio, has the 
distinction of being the only China­ 
man to have been granted natural­ 
ization papers in the United States 
since 1882. 
But he is now going to lose all 
rights and privileges of citizenship 
which he has enjoyed for nearly 
twenty years. The law prohibiting 
the naturalization of Chinese was 
enacted May 6, 1882, and provides 
that no state or federal court in the 
United 
States 
should 
ad­ 
mit Chinese 
to 
citizenship. 
The 
records 
show 
that on October 9, 
1899. Chan Hop Sing declared his 
intention of becoming a citizen of 
the United States and application 
was made in the probate court here. 
On October 9, 1901, Chan Hop Sing 
appeared before Judge Watson H. 
Gregg, was questioned as to the 
sincerity of renouncing the land of 
his birth and was formally admit­ 
ted to citizenship, the usual papers 
being issued. 
Since that time Chan Hop Sing 
has held the citizenship certificate 
unmolested. 
He left Cambridge 
several years ago going to Dayton 
where he has since conducted a 
laundry with success. The discov­ 
ery of his possession of citizenship 
was made by federal employes at 
Dayton, when Chan Hop Sing appli­ 
ed for permission to bring his wife 
to the United States from China. 
He was informed that this privilege 
could only be granted to citizens. 
To the surprise of the federal of­ 
ficials, Chan Hop Sing produced his 
citizenship certificate. 
An investi­ 
gation here by Dayton officials 
showed that the papers had been 
issued in the probate court of Guer­ 
nsey county in legal form. 
But 
cancellation 
proceedings 
have been started in the federal 
court for the southern district of 
Ohio and it looks now as if Chan 
Hop Sing is to lose his American 
citizenship 
and

of the Supreme Court. 
Mr. Taft has 
all the requisites for the place, high as 
it is, as far as profound legal knowl­ 
edge is concerned and his long occu­ 


p a n c y o f t h e federal bench, previous 
in b e a m in g Governor of the Philip­ 
pines, equips him with judicial exper­ 
ience that can not but be of value in 
the performance of his 
new 
duties. 
Mr. T aft’s tem peram ent is judicial. In 
the past, much of the criticism of him 
as the chief 
executive 
of the nation 
w as voiced in the statem ent that he 
w as more of a judge than an execu­ 
tive. 
It w as because of this that he 
failed to satisfy the politicians as lead­ 
er of his party and to it may to a great 
extent be attributed the fact that he 
w as not called upon to again head the 
republican ticket after his defeat by 
Mr. Wilson. 


Since his retirement from the presi­ 
dency Mr. Taft has greatly endeared 
him self to the 
people 
regardless of 
party, by the fairness with which he 
has view ed public questions and the 
courage displayed in voicing his opin­ 
ions. 
And these opinions very often 
were in direct opposition to those held 


b y his party leaders. 
He has been a 
very useful private citizen, active in 
very many fields having to do with the 
good of the country and the world and 
all with indifference as to partisan 
political 
considerations. 
Seem ingly 
his one great desire during the eight 
years he has been in private life has 
been to measure up 
to 
the 
highest 
ideals of what a sincerely public-spir­ 
ited citizen should be and as an ex­ 
president, to still serve the people that 
had honored him in the past. 
It may 
be said in very truth that Mr. Taft to­ 
day possesses the admiration, respect 
and affection of the nation to a great­ 
er degree than he did when as the can­ 
didate of his party he was elected to 
the presidency or even as the occupant 
of the \Vhite house. 
Therefore there can be no doubt but 
that his appointment as Chief Justice 
will be received with the greatest com- 
, mendation throughout the land.

Helps Protect Travellers. 
Kansas City, July I.—For th irty -1 
one years Vinton I. Bell’s business 
has been to see that people didn’t 
miss their 
trains or 
get on the 
wrong ones; to help them find lost 
tickets and lost children; to shoo 
away the “shell game” artists and 
the bunco men from the travelling 
public, and to see that, as far as 
possible that public got to the desti­ 
nation it had started for. 
Today 
Bell is station master of the Union 
Station here, commander-in-chief of 
the red-capped ushers who carry 
your baggage, bring wheel chairs 
for invalids and deal as patiently, 
courteously and efficently as pos­ 
sible with people who rush up to de­ 
mand information as to when their 
trains are leaving, assuming that 
any intelligent official must know 
where they are going and the route 
they have chosen. 
Bell started his labors in the old 
dept on Union avenue, in Kansas 
City’s west bottoms, a lurid, fron­ 
tier sort of street that was prepar­ 
ed to take the traveller’s money 
away .from him in almost any game 
he fancied. 
The 
present 
station 
has no such frontier surroundings, 
but its problems 
are 
no less. 
A 
great number of people go through 
it every 
day, 
and a surprisingly 
large proportion of them are old 
people, children, or people entirely 
unaccustomed to traveling. 
“Women and children first” is an 
unfailing rule of the station em­ 
ployes, and old people run them a 
close second. 
Ushers are instruct­ 
ed to see to it that the helpless and 
the overburdened are assisted in 
getting to and from other trains, 
whether there is a prospect of a tip 
in it or not, and failure to observe 
this rule results in a change in ush­ 
ers.
